WHEN SHELLS FLY 



MAN WHO SAW WAR ON FOUH 
FRONTS E3CAPC8 DEATH 
MANY TIMES WHILE SERV. 
INQ SOLDIERS. 

Chicago.— More than 700 V M. C A. 
workers now service with the soldiers 
Of t ho American expeditionary forre In 
the front lines during the last months 
Of the war. 

Frank M. Van Epps, seriously 
wounded while serving as a T. M. 0. A. 
worker In the Argonne, told of some of 
his experiences In n talk at the Y. M. 
C. A. collets here: 

On the way to France last April rtp 
the Oronzo, Van Kpps and !W other 
T" men narrowly escaped drowning 
when the ship wns torpedoed hy a 
German l'-liont. 

\ v an Kpps was divisional secretary 
of the Y. It P. A. outfit. He worked 
with the Fifth division until the armis- 
tice wns signed. He was dressed up In 
a doughboy's uniform when he arrived 
here. A limp and n kltlmg slung over 
his shoulder containing what is left of 
his equipment complete his couvenlrs 
of more than six months' service over- 
seas. 

Van Kpps saw the war on four fronts 
In Franc* nnd Alsnce. serving In the 
Brst-llne trenches on two of them. 
When the Oronzo was torpedoed on 
April 29 00 miles off the coast of 
Wales U-boats "got" two out of n con- 
voy of seven ssenmshlps. The Oronzo 
Vent down In 12 minutes after she wns 
struck, and Van Kpps and other "Y" 
men lost all their hnggnge. They were 
picked up by a torpedo-boat destroyer 
and landed at Hollyhead, Wales. 

In Front Line. 

In southern nnd middle Alsace, Van 
Kpps wns In the first-line trenches and 
at St Mlhlel, when the drive opened, 
he became a stretcher bearer after his 
supplies ran out. Getting word to 
shift to the Argonne, he traveled all 
night by train, on trucks nnd a/oot, 
and spent the next three weeks sleep- 
ing In shell holes nnd trenct vam hen 
he was not nt work. 

At Mmledeine farm, on October 18. 
Van Eppa and Thomas F. Hadley of 
Iowa, another Y. M. C. A. man, set up 
shop In nn old barn. All but three of 
the twenty-five "Y" workers went back 
to get supplies. The bnrn had been 
under shell fire for several days, hut 
Van Kpps nnd Umlley decided It was 
good enough to sleep In. They built 
a bed of boxes of Jam, with a tub of 
chewing tobacco for a pillow and lay 
down. 

Half a mile bnck, nn American bat- 
tery wns hammering the Germans, cud 
two German nlrsplnnes came over look- 
ing for the position. They let go two 
bombl which landed on eaeb side of 
the barn. Soon came a third, Which 
struck the roof, bringing down n mass 
of rafters and beams nnd scattering 
slirupnel. A splinter was driven 
through the calf of one of Hadley's 
legs nnd a piece of shell tore through 
liotli of Van Kpps' thighs. 

After dressing stations and field hos- 
pitals had (hushed with them they 
tptnt hnlf a day In nn ambulance nnd 
then were put ■board I French hos- 
pital train, where they remained an- 
other two days. One of these days was 
Sunday, so Van Kpps, at the sugges- 
tion of some of the doughboys, "put 
on" a service, conducting it propped 
up In his stretcher. 



Soldiers to Study. 

Paris— With the arrival of Oene-nl 
Rees from Washington on detail from 
the war department to take charge of 
the army educational work, progress 
h;is been rapid along the lines laid 
down In the program submitted by the 
Y. M. C A. army educational commis- 
sion. Text books required to satisfy 
the demands of the men for instruc- 
tions ure coining overseas rapidly, ac- 
cording to Prof, John Braklae of Co- 
lumbia university, chairman of the "Y" 
commission; post schools are starting 
up at the rate of 40 to a division and 
groups of officers and men are being 
absorbed by French nnd British uni- 
versities to the limit of their capacity.

SOLDIER'S LETTER 

We're Coming Back to You. 

Many months ago we left you, 
dear friends of old Kentucky stnte, 
to come to France nnd Belgium to 
show Germany her fate. We left 
you with our hearts bowed down for 
you're folks we love the most; then 
too, the trial on which we came 
was marked by death's mile posts. 
We arrived in sunny France, at 
Brest, our voyage o'er quite "tame", 
but six weeks from the time we 
sailed, found us in the trenches in 
Lorraine. For five weeks we held 
the lines, schooling ourselves at 
war, proving to Fritrie his opinion 
of us was entirely wrong by far. 
Then from Lorraine we "shouldered 
arms" our faces toward Verdun, to 
a front which war proclaimed by 
nil impossible— advance mean-; doom. 
The great advance in the Argonne 
words don't you remember T the 
time 'twas in the end of September, 
and your friends were there — and 
mine; six days of rain, filth, shells 
and blood— days lived iu hell's own 
gatM with your friends "going west" 
and mine, to save the good old 
States, But you just bet your Inst 
good cent that for each chap "gone 
down" there were three of "Fritzies" 
comrades strewn on that shell swept 
ground. And "Jerry" could not stop 
us, tho' tired we kept up step; and 
when at last relief came he had 
learned of Yankee "pep." From the 
Argonne we went eastward up into 
Saint Mihiel, when the Boche again 
were promptly taught — a Kentucki- 
an won't keep still. The little Bel- 
gium called us to come to her at 
once — to help her nnd the Polins 
show up Germany a dunce. At 
Olsene, in Belgium we revived the 
spirit of yore, till on the fields of 
Flanders lay a thousand Boche or 
more. Karaerad! Kameradl Knm- 
rad! Came from each of Jerry's 
men and a second drive was needless 
for they knew 'twas their Amen. It 
was then that news of pence came, 
the word which meant so much to 
all the Allied notions as well as those 
in Dutch.

NEW exchangS! telephone rates 

EFFECTIVE MAY 1,1919 

A new schedule of telephone exchange rates becomes 
effective in Mt. Sterling, Ky., May 1, by direction of the 
Operating Board of the United States Telegraph and 
Telephone Administration, acting under the order of the 
Postmaster General of the United States. 

As you know, all of the lines and property of this com- 
pany are in the possession, control and are being operated 
by the United States Government under the direction of 
the Postmaster General of the United State*. 

The new rates are necessary in order that additional 
revenue may be secured by the government to meet the 
increased operating expenses. The causes which make 
greater telephone revenue necessary are due to the new 
conditions and the new price levels introduced by the war 
and are entirely beyond the control of the United States 
Telegraph and Telephone Administration of the Tele- 
phone Company. t 

More than two years ago the Company foresaw that 
the telephone system would be operated at a loss unless 
the rates could be adjusted to meet the increasing costs of 
all elements entering into the production of service. A 
similar rate adjustment would have been unavoidable 
under private control and the new rate schedule is prac- 
tically the same we would have sought in 1918 if the gov- 
ernment had not taken possession of our property. 

As stated by the Postmaster General, the owners of the 
telephone system do not benefit in any way from rate 
changes., Practically all of the increased operating ex- 
penses which require this additional revenue are due to 
increased wages paid to employes to enable them to meet 
the new conditions of life in the present day. 

It is neither practicable nor desirable to reduce wages, 
and so far as wages are concerned we believe that portion 
of the increased operating expenses to be permanent. 

The new rate schedule is fair and reasonable and the 
percentage of increased revenue which it will produce 
is much lower than the increased cost of other services 
and commodities of a similar character.

We are making 
every effort to change our records promptly, and your 
courteous consideration will be appreciated. The new

A 
child will try to live up to the thing 
for wheih he is praised. "How quiet 
and helpful my little Peggy *s to- 
day," will do more good than n doz- 
en scoldings about noise and mis- 
chief. 

Stories can be told to arouse and 
stimulate high ideals. Stories have 
a wonderful educational value and 
almost any lesson can be taught in 
story form. Tell stories about birds, 
trees, flowers, animals, great and 
good men, simple stories of home and 
family life, stories from history and 
from the Bible. The eager little 
minds are ready for anything you 
wish to give them, and if you are u 
natural story teller great indeed is 
your opportunity. Ideals of right 
conduct, love of family and sympa- 
thy with every living thing can all 
be given through the right use of 
stories. 

Much has been said and written 
about pre-natal influence, but vol- 
umes more are needed on post-natal 
inlluences. One of the first things a 
baby learns is to "smile back" at his 
mother, and in all his earliest vents 
the child reflects the attitude of 
those around him. He imitates the 
things which be sees and hears, in 
order to understand them, and "As 
the twig is bent, the tree's inclined." 

A true mother leads a consecrat- 
ed life.
